Homecoming 1984 was its usual hectic 
occasion, with a busy week of student actiy 
ities planned before the Big Day and a full 
weekend of alumni activities culminating 
in the Annual Meeting of the Auburn 
Alumni Association, which included a state 
of the university address by President 
James E

Weaver, Jr.,62, and the election of new 
officers. 

Dr. Martin told the assembled alumni 
that they have much to be proud of, first 
pointing out the entering freshmen this 
year have an average ACT of 23 and then 
moving to accreditation: “I expect a public 
announcement in December that Auburn 
is fully accredited with the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Schools.” 

He reported that Auburn is continuing 
its efforts to encourage the best students to 
enroll at the university, but would have 
more success if Auburn had more scholar- 
ships to offer academically talented stu- 
dents. “We are still producing outstanding 
graduates,” he pointed out. “Auburn is a 
much better university than our reputation.” 

A major positive note came in Dr. Mar- 
tin’s report that Auburn had the best year 
with the legislature in its history, but he 


pointed out that the university was so far 
behind that the minimum needs as recom- 
mended by the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education are yet to be filled. 
Auburn remains third from the bottom in 
State university funding according to the 
ACHE's formula funding priorities 

Before concluding his remarks to alumni, 
Dr. Martin listed some major efforts that 
Auburn will be making toward funding 
next year, including trying to get a separate 
appropriation for the School of Veterinary 
Medicine. Other vet schools in the region 
have budgets far exceeding Auburn's, said 
Dr. Martin. The top expenditure per stu- 
dent comes at Mississippi State—$32,000 
per studenr. The average is $19,000 per 
student, while Auburn gets $12,000 per 
student 

Rhett Riley, treasurer of the Alumni 
Association, reported on the expenditures 
and income of the Alumni Association dur- 
ing the past year. (Editor's Note: A sum- 
mary of that report is printed on page 12.) 


In his report, Alumni President Earl H. 
(Buddy) Weaver noted that the Auburn 
Alumni Association serves 105 Auburn 
clubs nationwide, assists 18 advisory coun- 
cils for departments across campus, and 
provides mailing service for dozens of 
groups from deans and departments to fra- 
ternities and sororities. More than 95,000

alumni are now on record with the Alumni 
Association with 34 percent of that number 
Active or Life Members of the Alumni 
Association. In coordination with the 
Auburn University Development Program, 
the Auburn Alumni Association seeks pri- 
vate support for the university through 
Auburn Annual Giving and the Auburn 
Generations Fund as well as other projects. 

“The Auburn Generations Fund sur- 
passed its minimum goal of $61.7 million 
six months ahead of schedule,” said Dr. 
Weaver, pointing out that on Nov. 1, the 
Generations Fund had passed the $73 mil- 
lion mark. 

The meeting concluded with the election 
of new officers for the Alumni Association 
Dr. Weaver was re-elected president for a 
one-year term. Elected to the Board for 
two-year terms were directors Lee B. Grif- 
fith ‘62 of Westchester, Pa., William H. 
Jordan ‘59 of Fort Payne, Don L. Machen 
‘62 of Auburn, Michael F. Moseley ‘61 of 
Montgomery, and E. Wycliffe Orr ‘68 of 
Gainesville, Ga.

Physics Gets Energy 
Grant for Torsatron, 
Army Chemical Grant 
For Toxic Cleanup 


The Department of Energy has awarded 
the Auburn Physics Department $125,000 
for further work on the Torsatron, a 
machine serving as a model for the devel- 
opment of safer, more efficient nuclear 
power. A nuclear fusion device, the Torsa- 
tron creates energy by fusing the atoms 
together rather than splitting them as is 
done by the more common nuclear fission. 

In another grant, the Physics Depart- 
ment has been awarded $450,000 from the 
Army Chemical Research and Develop- 
ment Center for research on detoxifying 
chemical and biological agents used in war- 
fare. Success in the project could not only 
make such warfare agents no longer toxic, 
but would also provide new methods of 
cleaning dangerous industrial wastes before 
they are sent to disposal sites. 

Work on the detoxification of chemical 


HONORARY DEGREE—Dr. Gareth Morgan- 
Jones of the Department of Botany, Plant 
Pathology, and Microbiology will be awarded an 
honorary Doctor of Science degree by his alma 
mater, the University of Wales, later this 
month. The university is recognizing Dr 
Morgan-Jones’ contributions to the knowledge 
of mycology, the branch of botany dealing with 
fungi. Dr. Morgan-Jones has spent more than 
20 years studying and identifying fungi. Before 
the role of fungi as a bridge between plants and 
the rest of the biotic world can be studied, fungi 
species have to be identified. Dr. Morgan-Jones 
has contributed vastly to that work by examin- 
ing samples from Africa, Europe, the Indian 
subcontinent, and North America. His taxo- 
nomic research has resulted in the establish- 
ment of 13 new genera and the discovery and 
description of 62 new species of fungi. In Ala- 
bama, Dr. Morgan-Jones is applying his research 
to the effects of fungi om Cyst nematodes in 
soybeans and on root-note nematodes in soy- 
beans and peanuts. He has also done work in 
South America with the fungal control of potato 
cyst nematodes. 
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and biological agents is beginning at Auburn 
under the direction of Dr. E. J. Clothiaux. 
Assisting him will be Dr. W. C. Neely of 
the Chemistry Department. 

Work on the Torsatron began at Auburn 
three years ago under the direction of Dr. 
Gary Swanson. The Torsatron began to 
produce plasma in mid-March. Plasma is 
the first step toward an economical nuclear 
fusion reaction, The next step according to 
Dr. Swanson, will be" plasma confinement 
at temperatures higher than 500,000 de- 
grees Celsius.” Working with Dr. Swanson 
under the new grant will be Physicist Rex 
Gandy and several graduate students.

Gets ‘Superior’ 
Rating for 5th Time 


The Auburn chapter of the accounting 
honorary Beta Alpha Psi received its fifth 
consecutive "Superior Chapter” award at 
the national convention this summer. Dr, 
Gary Waters is the advisor. Auburn's chap- 
ter was one of thirteen chapters nation- 
wide to win the honor, which recognizes 
the superior quality of the accounting pro- 
gram at Auburn.

Here and There — 


The Legacy of a Rare Lady

Proper tribute for a life well spent requires first of 
all a resume of the most essential facts: 

Mary Ruth Gasser was born in Nashville, Tennes- 
see, on July 27, 1920, to the late Frank and Clara 
Diatikar Gasser of Brentwood, Tennessee. Dr. Mary 
Ruth Gasser Fourier died at the 
East Alabama Medical Center in 
Opelika on November 15, 1984. 
She was emerita Librarian III of 
the Ralph Brown Draughon Li- 
brary at Auburn University, where 
she served as Head of the Human- 
ities Division for the last decade 
of her twenty years of work there. 
She was the wife of Dr. Arthur E. 
Fourier, Professor emeritus of the Auburn Univer- 
sity Department of Health, Physical Education, and 
Recreation, for which he served as Department 
Head for twenty of his twenty-one years of work 
here. And she was the mother of two Auburn Uni- 
versity graduates: Arthur E. Fourier, Jr., and Barbara 
Renee Fourier. 

Dr. Ruth Gasser Fourier was an educational pro- 
duct of Vanderbilt University—at which she earned 
a Bachelor of Arts in English and a Doctor of Philo- 
sophy in English—and of the University of South 
Carolina, at which she earned a Master of Arts in 
English and where she served as an English instruc- 
tor for two years. She was also a World War II 
veteran of the United States Navy, in which she 
served as a disbursing and supply officer, after grad- 
uating from the Navy Supply Corps School at Har- 
vard University. 

As impressive as they are, those vital facts provide 
no more than a hint of Dr. Ruth Fourier’s brilliant 
service to Auburn University, her deep devotion to 
her family, and the great joy she provided countless 
friends with her incisive intellect and sparkling wit. 

It was my privilege to become first an acquain- 
tance and then a friend of the Fourier family soon 
after they arrived in Auburn in 1961. At that time, 
Dr. Arthur Fourier (or Big Art, as he quickly became 
known among his friends) had assumed his duties in 
Health, Physical Education, and Recreation at the 
University. Ruth was beginning the last of ten years 
she had set aside for devotion to Little Art and 
Barbara during their most formative years. Several 
months later, with that most intensive motherly care 
completed, Ruth surveyed the professional vacancies 
at Auburn University and, finding nothing open at 
that time in her English specialty, accepted a posi- 
tion in the Humanities Division at the Library. 

Some of us assumed at the outset that her stay in 
the Library would be temporary until something 
more suitable for her education, talents, and scintil- 
lating wit became available. We could not have been 
more mistaken. In no time it seemed, Ruth Gasser 
Fourier became a master of her department and an 
indispensable ally of undergraduates, graduate stu- 
dents, faculty members, and even businessmen seek- 
ing everything from the most routine to the most 
abstruse information available in books and periodi- 
cals. 

Ruth Fourier became an excellent librarian quickly 
because she loved both people and books and delight- 
ed in bringing the two together as often as possible 
under the happiest circumstances attainable. She 
overlooked nothing and neglected nothing essential 
to making scholarly research convenient, inviting, 
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and stimulating. First of all, she worked diligently 
herself and encouraged her assistants lovingly to 
keep every volume in its proper place and thus read- 
ily available the moment it was needed. Then, she 
mastered the art of locating the books and articles 
precisely appropriate for any research topic brought 
to her desk. And finally, she labored steadily to build 
up the holdings in her department wisely, making 
available at hand the greatest amount of authorita- 
tive information possible within the confines of 
limited funding. 

In The Auburn Alumnews of April, 1973, Ray 
LaFontaine published a feature story on Dr. Ruth 
Fourier which contained an excellent example of her 
rare skill as a librarian: A Finnish businessman came 
to Alabama prepared to spend six months ona study 
to determine the feasibility of locating a pre- 
fabricated housing factory in Alabama. Fortunately, 
the gentleman began his exploration at the Ralph 
Brown Draughon Library, met Dr. Fourier, explained 
his quest, and within ten minutes had in his hand a 
U. S. Government Report containing the informa- 
tion for which he had been prepared to spend a 
six-month search. 

Of course, such dramatic helpfulness was not an 
everyday occurrence, but from personal experience 
and the accounts of my friends and my former stu- 
dents, I can attest that Dr. Fourier’s apt assistance 
frequently reduced the burden of research to a frac- 
tion of the anticipated time and rendered delightful a 
task which at first appeared to be a piece of drudgery. 

Auburn owes Ruth Gasser Fourier a debt of endur- 
ing gratitude for the excellence of her professional 
service and for the example she set. Yet, hundreds— 
perhaps even thousands of us—will revere her just 
as much, or probably even more, for those unusual 
qualities of heart and intellect which made her not 
just an admirable and beloved person but a presence 
wherever she went on campus or in the community. 
She was one of those rare people who make the 


world around them more vibrant merely by being 
there and being themselves. 

Perhaps being herself was the cardinal quality 
which made Ruth Fourier so stimulating to be 
around and converse with. She respected knowledge, 
competence, intelligence, and traditions of unques- 
tionable merit. And she detested hyprocrisy, pom- 
posity, sham, and pretentiousness. She possessed the 
intellectual capacity to be a first-rate satirist, but was 
too kindly disposed toward humanity generally to 
display her talents for ego deflation from a platform 
or in print and therefore confined hér keen wit to 
delightful quips for the benefit of her family and 
friends. Some people who knew her only passingly 
well considered her a thoroughgoing liberal and oth- 
ers similarly acquainted thought her to be solidly 
conservative. In truth, she was in the purest sense 
neither and both—just as we all would be if we 
possessed her ability to be ourselves. 

If I had to characterize her, I would inescapably fall 
back upon this term: an independent thinker of the 
old school. If that definition proves ambiguous, let us 
clarify with one of her rare statements for publica- 
tion. When Ray LaFontaine interviewed her in 1973, 
he asked her several questions about women's rights, 
including one about whether she favored abortion on 
demand. Here is her reply: 

“Abortion is an evil, like war is an evil. But at the 
same time I think it is ridiculous to insist that people 
bear unwanted children in a society that is going to 
reject such offspring. If society honored these child- 
ren, regarded them as heroes and heroines, if they 
suffered no disadvantages, it would be a different 
story. In war the fighting is done by grown men on 
whom a great deal of love has been lavished. Yet we 
view their deaths with a certain amount of compla- 
cency while viewing with horror the taking of 
embryonic life in which relatively little emotional 
investment has been made. I don’t think we can 
accept one institution and deplore the other at the 
same time.” 

Such trenchant comments in response to unantic- 
ipated questions from any direction were character- 
istic of Ruth Fourier’s independent mind-set. The 
questioner might eventually agree or disagree with 
the answer she propounded, or which he thought she 
propounded, but if he half-listened and thought at 
all, he went away wiser from having grappled with 
an intellect which defied easy slogans and mental 
pigeonholes in favor of the total moral perspective. 

Reluctantly, we have bidden farewell to the physi- 
cal presence of Ruth Gasser Fourier, but something 
of the rare spirit she brought among us will remain 
here as long as the memories of countless friends 
endure, and some of the fresh thoughts she uttered 
and evoked doubtless will echo down to future gen- 
erations.

Tradition is an important thing at Auburn, and it 
seems that we've been hearing even more about it 
recently. Maybe it’s just Homecoming and the old 
grads coming to town that makes us more aware of 
it. Or maybe it’s just because there's a feeling that the 
Auburn-Georgia Tech football rivalry may be com- 
ing to an end, now that Tech needs to play more 
games in its own conference. 

Tradition, as we said, is an important thing at 
Auburn and much of its seems to stem from activi- 
ties related to football. However, when William 
Beck '34 presented a check from the class of 1934 to 
Auburn, he expressed the hope that his class would 
be starting another tradition at Auburn. The major- 
ity of that check is designated for the library endow- 
ment fund, and in his speech to the alumni gathered 
in the Union Ballroom on Homecoming day, he 
talked about how each Auburn graduate becomes a 
part of Auburn and Auburn becomes a part of each of 
us. Many of us have the opportunity to do like the 
class of 1934 to make contributing to the academic 
life of Auburn as much a part of our tradition as all 
the wonderful Homecoming decorations, Wreck 
Tech parades, Burn the Bulldogs bonfires, and Too- 
mer’s Corner gatherings. Auburn is so rich in 
tradition—yet there's always room for one more—a 
tradition of support of the academic programs as 
well as the athletic teams. And the Class of 1934 at 
the celebration of the 50th anniversary of its gradua- 
tion from Auburn has helped strengthen—some 
would say begin—yet another Auburn tradition. 
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Meet Dr. Emert: 
Energetic New 
Executive VP

Dr. George Emert, Auburn's new execu- 
tive vice president, is an energetic man 
whose presence on the campus has been 
very much felt since he arrived here in 
May. He has made it a point to get into 
every building and department on campus, 
to meet with as many alumni groups as 
possible, and he's gradually making his way 
into every one of Alabama's 67 counties. A 
Tennessean who grew up at Emert’s Cove 
just outside Gatlinburg, Dr. Emert has 
been in higher education since he went to 
Stanford in 1966 following two tours in 
Vietnam. He went there to take some 
graduate courses and, as he phrases it, to 
“try to shed the Vietnam experience.” 
Since that time, Dr. Emert has spent his 
career first in industry and then as a 
teacher and administrator who's also done 
a considerable amount of research in pro- 
ducing chemicals from renewable resources. 

Although he “would like nothing better” 
than to continue to stay active in research, 
Dr. Emert says that the best he can hope to 
do these days is to "stay in touch.” 

“Ll enjoy teaching and research, but as of 
this moment I am hired to do something 
different. It is in the university's best inter- 
est, and in mine, to continue to stay abreast 
of developments in my research area and 
associated areas and I will do that and am 
doing that.” Dr. Emert's most recent manu- 
script had been printed eight days before 
his interview with The Alumnews, and at 
that time he had six other manuscripts for 
peer review. 

As a somewhat objective observer, hav- 
ing been on campus some six months, Dr. 
Emert sees the areas of greatest opportun- 
ity at Auburn as coming in information 
processing and biotechnology. “I think 
there are tremendous opportunities in 
both of those areas. There is also a great 
opportunity which we are in the process of 
taking advantage of in electronics and 
aerospace engineering. We are doing a 
super job there.” 

However, he is just as complimentary 
about some of the other programs: “The 
professional programs we have can be 
developed significantly. They are excellent 
and accredited. [The people in the pro- 
grams] have developed mental plans and 
“strategies, which we would like to support. 
An example of that is our nursing pro- 
gram. The undergraduate program is abso- 
lutely excellent, and it has been suggested 
that we develop at least a master's degree 
program. Veterinary medicine here at 
Auburn is a fine school with a dedicated, 
excellent faculty. But the state appropria- 
tions for vet medicine are very low and do 
not distinguish between a student in his- 
tory, education, or engineering and a vet 
medicine student. That is unfortunate and 


means that we are tremendously under- 
funded.” 

Moving from nursing and veterinary 
medicine, Dr. Emert says that the other 
“overall major area that we would like to 
improve significantly is forestry. We have 
a strong forest industry in this state, not 
only from the standpoint of growing timber, 
but from the standpoint of processing it for 
sale. At present our school of forestry is 
oriented for the most part toward timber 
management and timber production. In 
the future we would like to see that school 
expanded to accommodate not only timber 
management and production, but process- 
ing. Ultimately that means that we are 
going to be required to get into research 
activities dealing with the production of 
pulp and paper and the chemical character- 
ization of the various species of trees, as 
well as fiber characterization and by-product 
utilization. We have a good background 
already,” emphasized Dr. Emert. “Our tex- 
tile and chemical engineering programs 
would have a tremendous interface with 
such research.” 

In discussing support for research at 
Auburn, Dr. Emert recalled that in Presi- 
dent James Martin's inauguration address, 
one of the ten challenges mentioned was 
doubling the amount of extramural con- 
tracts and grants funded within five years. 

“If that goal is accomplished over the 
next five years, it will allow some very 
interesting things to happen here at 
Auburn,” believes Dr. Emert. “If the 
research money comes in, it will be able to 
support a higher level of graduate student 
activity. It will allow that indirect money 
that is collected from those contracts and 
grants to be utilized to improve the spec- 
trum of equipment we have, to replace old 
equipment or to repair it and bring it up- 
to-date. State-of-the-art equipment gives 
you the ability to respond to the opportuni- 
ties in research, to be more on the cutting 
edge of knowledge rather than bringing up 
the rear. Things are moving so fast nowa- 
days that a faculty member not only has to 
have updated equipment but he has to go to 
the national meetings and interact with his 
peers in order to keep up with things very 
closely.” 

Although Dr. Emert is a scientist and 
the sciences are obviously closest to his 
heart, he is interested in the portrayal of 
Auburn as a well-rounded university. And 
that means a good program in the humani- 
ties as well as the sciences. Phi Beta Kappa, 
the prestigious honorary which recognizes 
good liberal arts programs, has consis- 
tently evaded Auburn efforts to get a chap- 
ter established here, and soon after he 
came to campus, Dr. Emert tried to find out 
why. 

“The answers I got seemed to indicate 
that the perception of Auburn as an engi- 
neering and agricultural school stands in 
the way,” he told the Humanities Advisory 
Council at its fall meeting. “Engineering, 
agriculture, and veterinary medicine, the 
professional degrees, have a great visibility 
here at Auburn and liberal arts do not, 
which is something the faculty has been 
trying to teach the current administration.” 


EXECUTIVE VP—Dr. George Emert joined the Auburn faculty in May as executive vice 
president from the University of Arkansas and immediately set about getting to know Auburn 
University, its alumni, and the State of Alabama. 


As chairman of the current campus 
reorganization committee, Dr. Emert 
believes that the proposed plan can help 
give greater visibility to the arts and 
humanities at Auburn. 

"We are set up in such a way that many 
people don't observe the fact that we are a 
solid university across the board and not 
just an engineering and ag school.” Dr. 
Emert pointed out that recognition to a 
university comes when a professor attracts 
attention outside the university for his 
research, teaching, or extension work. “But 
prominence also depends on where the 
emphasis is placed by the administration. 
If interested and capable faculty are 
swamped by departmental work and teach- 
ing to the extent that they don't have a 
chance to do research and writing, then the 
administration is not accomplishing its 
job. Support for creative time for faculty to 
participate in these endeavors is critical. I 
think we can change the perception of the 
humanities at Auburn—without demean- 
ing engineering or agriculture—simply by 
building on the solid foundation we have,” 
he told the Humanities Advisory Council. 

“The impetus for reorganization of the 
University,” Dr. Emert told the advisory 
councils to whom he spoke, came both 
“from the history of the University, which 
has been one of a fair amount of turmoil, 
particularly in the recent past—but one of 
the things that is remarkable, and is a trib- 
ute to the faculty, is that the academic pro- 
grams at Auburn were stable during this 
time, tremendously stable,—and from recom- 
mendations made by both the 1982-1983 
Self Study and the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools.” 

In musing about other areas of Auburn 
during his Alamnews interview, Dr. Emert 
said, “My thoughts about Auburn are mul- 
tiple. I think the thing that stands out most 
positively is the student at Auburn, the 


average student. The average student is 
just excellent. | am very proud to be a part 
of an institution that has students like we 
have here. 


"The next thing that sticks out in my 
mind is the tremendous potential in our 
faculty. Our faculty are much better than 
they are perceived to be in the academic 
community nationally and internationally. 
There are a whole host of reasons for that 
misconception, and I think that if we can 
support the faculty in the proper way, 
those causes of lack of recognition will be 
erased, and the faculty will achieve a much 
better status than we have now 


“We have excellent faculty. There are 
traditions at Auburn that have allowed cer- 
tain things to happen here that have not 
occurred at other schools in Alabama. The 
way you measure whether or not you havea 
good faculty and staff, but mostly a good 
faculty, is by what the graduates of the 
university do. And in the case of Auburn 
University, we have an excellent record. 
We have more than four hundred of our 
graduates working for NASA in the space 
program. We have fifty-five to sixty senior 
executives who graduated from Auburn in 
corporations that have at least a billion 
dollar gross revenue. Our graduates have 
done tremendously well in the medical and 
dental fields. I was in Birmingham recently 
visiting Dr. Buris Boshell, to whom Auburn 
presented an honorary doctorate in June. 
He has succeeded magnificently. He is the 
only professional I know who has an office 
on each of three floors in a building that his 
efforts caused to go up—a ten or eleven 
story building that is a diabetes clinic and a 
research facility. He is one of the top, if not 
the top, person in his field of diabetic 
research. To summarize all of that, the 
average Auburn graduate is eminently suc- 
cessful. And that can be attributed partially 
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to the Auburn faculty. It can also be attrib- 
uted to the work ethics of our citizens, but 
certainly our faculty do their job.” 
Another area of Auburn expertise that 
Dr. Emert also thinks has tremendous 
potential concerns Auburn's extension pro- 
: gram. “Some of the extension programs 
are just marvelous, developing leadership 
that will always help us. As the backbone of 
our economy, agriculture is a great concern 
because the family farm is almost a relic of 
the past. Even where there is a family con- 
trolling the farm, they are incorporated. It 
is no longer a family farm. Most of today’s 
farms consist of huge acreage and multiple 
employees. Our agents or our specialists 
may be attuned to helping the one-man 
farmer or the one-woman farmer, but I'm 
not sure that we've brought ourselves up to 
the 1980s yet. For example, there are 
information processing companies right 
now in almost every state in the union that 
provide hardware and software to accom- 
modate the tax details for a variety of farm- 
ing circumstances: row crops, cattle, dairy, 
swine, poultry, etc. Yet, in general, compu- 
ter information processing has been either 
beneath or beyond, I'm not sure which, 
some of our information deliverers. That is 
changing. If we are the experts, if our 
scientists here at the university or at any 
university in the country are the experts, 
the information should be flowing out 
from them and then they should be getting 
feedback from folks in the field and modi- 
fying and adjusting their research by it. But 
too often the innovations are cropping up 
outside the university, which means that 
we are missing the boat. And the question 
is, how many boats are we missing? Our 
Agricultural Extension Service is made up 
of a fantastic group of people, I do know 
that. I think what they do, they do beauti- 
fully. I just think that we need to expand 
that excellence to include other areas of 
need.” 
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For alumni who are interested in some 
personal information about the new execu- 
tive vice president who moved his wife and 
family here from Arkansas, Dr. Emert 
talked briefly about himself and his family. 
He likes “anything that rolls, dribbles, 
bounces, curves, or anything else. I like to 
play all sports and to fish. I have enjoyed 
any sport I have ever been exposed to. I like 
competition, whether it is academic, athletic, 
or whatever. My kids, my wife, and I play 
tennis. I play golf. We go fishing. We play 
frisbee golf. [ For those of you who, like the 
Alumnews editor, don't know what frisbee 
golf is, Dr. Emert explained that it's just 
like regular golf except you can play it any- 
where. You just choose a spot and consider 
that a hole.] 


He approached yard work (and, one 
would suspect, anything else he didn’t, at 
first try, really like) rather philosophically. 
“Most of us have to do it. You learn to like 
it or you are forever miserable.” 


Other than reading things connected to 
his job, he prefers his fun reading to be 
science fiction. “Second would be westerns. 
Beyond that, I read just about anything. I 
read classics over and over, for example. 
Mysteries are my least favorite books. I 
think the reason is that I don’t like for 
someone to know and tease me with the 
answer. If they have the answer and want 
to impart it, then let them impart it. Most 
folks don't know what the ending is going 
to be when they start writing a book. They 
develop it as it goes along and they aren't 
going back and building up this big frame- 
work to tease you here and there, and this 
teasing kind of aggravates me a little bit.” 
Although he may be irritated by a book, Dr. 
Emert insists on finishing it once he's 
started reading. “I figure it is kind of like 
castor oil—it is going to be good for me in 
the end.”

National Merit 
Scholars This Fall

Twenty young people, 17 of whom are 
from Alabama, are attending Auburn on 
National Merit Scholarships this fall. 
Awards to these scholars range from $500 
to $2,000, based on formulas used nation- 
ally by the National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation. High school grade point aver- 
ages of the students ranged from 3.30 to 
4.00. ACT scores ranged from 29 to 33, 
while SAT scores ranged from 1230 to 
1380. Eleven of the scholars chose pre- 
engineering as their majors, with two 
choosing architecture, two choosing pre- 
medicine, and the remainder in pre-law, 
math, foreign language, pre-veterinary 
medicine, and speech pathology. The 
National Merit winners follow:

Political Science 
Professor Advises 
Students, Politicians

Many professors talk of the value of a 
liberal arts degree, but few feel they proba- 
bly have their lives to thank for it. Auburn 
Professor David L. Martin does. “It saved 
my life in Vietnam by getting me out of a 
combat unit toa place where I could use my 
minimal French,” he believes. 

Now a political science professor, Dr. 
Martin said his liberal arts studies at the 
University of Redlands in California re- 
quired a foreign language. When he was 
drafted in 1969, Dr. Martin found himself 
in Vietnam heading for combat, that is 
until the Army found out he could speak 
French. 

“I was sent to Saigon in a headquarters 
where I could use my language ability,” Dr. 
Martin said. He admits that today’s student 
probably -would not be in that situation, but 
believes the liberal arts degree to still be 
the most flexible. 

Dr. Martin speaks as precise and as 
orderly as possible. From his close-cropped 
mustache to the rigid line of Alabama law 
books above his desk, Dr. Martin comes 
across as a man of discipline. His discipline 

and attention to detail have made him a

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specialist on Southern politics. State legis- 
lators and probate judges routinely seek 
Dr. Martin's advice on issues such as zon- 
ing laws and tax bills. Being asked for his 
opinions doesn't bother Dr. Martin. He 
considers himself easy to talk to and this 
trait helps him in counselling students. 
“I'm an adviser to about 30 students and 

sometimes I get to help them with prob- 

lems not relating to academics,” Dr. Mar- 
tin said. He described an incident that hap- 

pened several years ago where a fraternity 

member was arrested for transporting beer 

kegs in his car. He called Dr. Martin in the 
middle of the night from jail when he was 
given his one phone call. Dr. Martin 

helped the student by notifying the people 

that could get the student out of jail. “Since 

then,” Dr. Martin said, “I always tell my 
classes that I’m not licensed to practice law 

in the state of Alabama.” 


Since 1973, Dr. Martin has been expos- 
ing Auburn students to political science. 
For some, his heavy doses of required read- 
ings and comprehensive examinations are 
their last chance to study the political pro- 
cess before becoming a part of it, although 
they many not always appreciate his atten- 
tion to detail. 


Dr. Martin quickly defends his heavy 
reading assignments. “You can't expect to 
get through college with a high school 
vocabulary. Students who come here ex- 
pecting it to be all fun have the wrong idea. 
Auburn has much to offer a student. The 
quality education here and the dedicated 
faculty provides students a useful exper- 
ience.” 

Dr. Martin himself came to Auburn “for 
the clean air and good climate. In 1972, I 
was working for U.C.L.A. as a public 
administration analyst and used to sit in 
the Haley Center of U.C.L.A. and watch the 
smog roll in. 

"I had an offer from both Auburn and 
the University of Nevada,” he continued. 
“Since I was not a ski enthusiast, I thought 
I'd try an entirely different part of the 
country.” He has not regretted that deci- 


sion insists Dr. Martin, who walks to work 
daily and spends time in study when he’s 
not teaching. 


"I like teaching the best,” he said, tug- 
ging at the half-Windsor knot at his neck. 
“T enjoy the introductory courses the most 
because the decisions made at the state and 
local level affect the quality of our daily 
lives more than any other. The introduc- 
tory courses are an investment in our Civic 
future.” He also invests in the civic future 
by his writing. One of his three political 
science textbooks is due to go into its 2nd 
edition in January of 1985. Printed by the 
University of Alabama press, it is called, 
Alabama State and Local Government. 


Dr. Martin has done contract work for 
the state of Alabama, and recently com- 
pleted a teleconference on “Inexpensive 
Justice in the Small-Claims Court,” Other 
work for the state previously involved Dr. 
Martin in Auburn's Office of Public Service 
and Research. “One study that had quite an 
impact, I did in collaboration with Dr. Don 
Hayhurst in 1974. It was about compensa- 
tion of county officials in Alabama and has 
resulted in two dozen counties changing 
from a fee basis toa salary basis for certain 
county employees,” Dr. Martin said. 


In addition to his research work, Dr. 
Martin keeps statistics on his classes and 
believes his records help show students 
where they have gone astray. “There's a 
strong correlation between students who 
fail and students who fail to attend class,” 
Dr. Martin said. He pulled a Manila folder 
out of his drawer and pointed to a class 
attendance roster. "I've only had a few stu- 
dents who do well, but don’t attend regu- 
larly.” Dr. Martin straightened his ever- 
present tie and caught himself in a thought. 
“You know, a student once wrote on a 
faculty evaluation that I needed a better 
selection of ties.” Dr. Martin's straight- 
forward approach to teaching gets com- 
ments like that. Dr. Martin believes in let- 
ting students know where they stand. He 
explains his standards and what he expects 
of students. Perhaps the student's com- 


ment about neckties best sums up the mag, 
When a professor is unambiguous, honest, 
and direct, a student could only pick on the 
superficial. With a man such as Dr. Martin, 


we can live with his ties 


Are Homecoming 
Decorations a 
Dying Tradition?

Traditions are big at Auburn—Wreck 
Tech and Burn the Bulldogs parades, rol- 
ling Toomer’s Corner, and building home- 
coming floats. But this year, some fraterni- 
ties did not construct floats, and several 
alumni wanted to know why, expressing 
concern that the Auburn Spirit is dying. 

Last year's winners in the float competi- 
tion, Sigma Nu, explained that the reason- 
ing behind their lack of participation in the 
contest this year was to save money. Mitch 
Moore, a brother at the fraternity, reported, 
“We're buying a computer and trying to 
save up for that.” He also said the group 
didn’t forget their alumni, and gave a party 
in their honor after the ballgame. 

Jim Balistreri, president of Lambda Chi 
Alpha, said his fraternity “started a float, 
but never could get it together. We've 
never really excelled in float-building since 
I got here.” The Lambda Chis were busy 
homecoming weekend with their Found- 
er’s Day celebration, and gave a reception 
in honor of their alumni. 

Such was the case with Alpha Tau 
Omega, who also celebrated Founder's 
Day. The fraternity built a float, but it 
didn’t survive until Saturday, according to 
president Richard Stahl. “A few guys de- 
cided themselves that it looked bad and 
took it down Friday night.” 

Delta Sigma Phi secretary Jim Dunlap 
reported that his fraternity started a float, 
but didn’t finish in time for the competi- 
tion. Mack Wright, president of Phi Delta 
Theta, said the Phi Delts haven't Partici- 
pated in the float competition since he 
came to Auburn five years ago. 

Tau Kappa Epsilon admits it didn’t 
know about the competition. TKE brother 
Jeff Younger said, “No one said anything 
about it.” He also said the Cincinnati game 
was their time for Parents Weekend and 
the alumni were honored the weekend of 
the Georgia game. 

Still, che homecoming decorating is part 
of the fall quarter routine for the majority 
of fraternities. Alpha Psi, veterinary medi- 
cine fraternity, doesn’t Participate in the 
actual competition, but always decorates its 
windows and yard. “Because of our studies, 
we have a different perspective on school. 
We're more academically involved rather 
than socially involved,” said president David 
Gleaves. 

Kappa Alpha president Jack Fite revealed 
that his fraternity doesn't enter the compe- 
tition either, but builds a “welcome alumni” 
float around their cannon each homecom- 
ing. He said the KAs have given up the 
competition “because the last time we par- 
ticipated, we ended up over-budgeting and 
spending $900. And we still didn't win.” 
The KAs, like all the other fraternities that 
built displays this year, spent between $100 
and $150. 
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Phi Kappa Tau president Johnny Boyd 
said the Phi Taus built their float because 
they “wanted to show we had some spirit.” 
Alpha Gamma Rho and Pj Kappa Phi 
agreed theirs were “because of tradition.” 

“We didn’t turn in our entry form until it 
was too late,” said Tim Pitts, president of 
Kappa Sigma. "But we went ahead and 
built a float anyway, to show our spirit.” 

Of the fraternities available for com- 
ment, 19 had floats for their alumni to see 
on Homecoming Day, and only five did 
not. Whatever the reasons for not compet- 
ing, it isn’t true to say that Auburn spirit is 
dying. Don't worry. It's alive and kicking.

University Singers 
Continue Tradition 
Of Excellence 


The 1984 Concert Tour of Western 
Europe by the University Singers and Con- 
cert Choir was a great success. The tradi- 
tion of excellence established by the Uni- 
versity Singers in tours to Russia, Eastern 
Europe, and Central America during the 
past decade was not only maintained but 
enhanced by the Singers and Choir in their 
tour of Holland, France, Switzerland, Aus- 
tria, and Germany in June, 

In 14 days the combined musical groups, 
comprised of more than 80 Auburn Uni- 
versity students, traveled 2,500 miles by 
bus and gave eleven concerts in parks, 
church buildings (both during regular wor- 
ship services and in separate performan- 
ces), concert halls and shopping malls. 
Their performances were outstanding, even 
when they were travel weary or afflicted 
with colds or sore throats aggravated by 
playing in the snow while stopped for 
lunch in the Swiss Alps or singing outdoors 
at night at the foot of the Tyrolian Alps in 
Austria. 

In their separate performances and 
when singing together (“America the 
Beautiful” or “Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic’) the Singers and Choir were well- 
received by their audiences and were com- 
mended for the quality of the musical 
performance. The climax of the tour was 
the last concert, at a luxury health spa at 
Bad Mergentheim, Germany, where there 
were very few empty seats in the 900-seat 
auditorium. The audience was enthusiastic 
in their response, and at the conclusion of 
the program the staff member who had 
made arrangements for the concert stated 
to the audience that he could say without 
hesitation it was the best performance in 
the 30 years he has been arranging concerts 
for guests at the spa. Quite a compliment! 

The students were commended not only 
for their musical performances but also for 
their exemplary behavior. The tour guides 
were obviously impressed with the Auburn 
students. The guide on the "Red Bus” was 
lavish in his commendation of the students 
for their ability to “have a good time with 
nothing” (no alcohol, drugs or carousing) — 
just by singing and having fun, whether 
riding the bus, having an impromptu party 
on the boat dock on Lake Zurich before 
bedtime, or in staging a delightful (at times 
hilarious!) talent show after dinner on the 
last night of the tour. Much of the credit for 
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the sucess of the tour goes to Dr. Thomas 
Smith, Professor of Music and Director of 
Choral Activities, who planned and organ- 
ized the tour and directed all the perfor- 
mances. He and Mrs. Smith served as 
chaperones on one of the buses and Dr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Miller (Theater Department) 
had that responsbility for the other bus. 

Through the courtesy of the Singers and 
Choir and the generosity of the Alumni 
Association, Mrs. Bailey and I were privi- 
leged to make the tour. It was a memorable 
experience, and we wanted all of you to 
know both how much we appreciate the 
Opportunity afforded us and the credit 
reflected on the University by our students 
in these two groups. Wherever they per- 
form, these students continue to be unex- 
celled ambassadors of good will for Auburn 
University.

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Auburn to wen all its games as long as 
victories come about through honest, sports- 
manlike efforts. Conversely, | would like 
for us to /ose every sporting event if we 
resort to unsportsmanlike tactics in an 
effort to win. 

After the game on television last night I 
had a hollow feeling. Of course 1 wanted 
Auburn to win. But I had this nagging 
sensation created by the vision of that 
player trying to create a noise factor to put 
the Georgia team at an unfair disadvan- 
tage. This is a dirty, unethical, and unsports- 
manlike tactic, to say the least, which 
should not be tolerated by Coach Dye or 
any member of the administration from 
the University President down. I simply do 
not believe any responsible individual at 
Auburn condones and certainly does not 
encourage such conduct. It is hoped that by 
this time appropriate action has been 
taken against the offender(s). 

I lived in Louisiana for twelve years and 
learned virtually to detest Louisiana State 
University for the action of its football fans 
at home games. I'm sure that almost every 
sports fan has heard that it is very difficult 
for a visiting team to win at LSU Tiger 
Stadium because of noise created by the 
home fans. I always cheer for any LSU 
opponent (except when LSU is playing one 
certain other unnamed Southeastern Con- 
ference school) for this very reason. 

In this day when there is such a cloud 
over college athletics, especially football, I 
would hate to see Auburn and/or its fans 
stoop to some of the tactics used at other 
universities and colleges. It was quite a 
shock recently when, as I recall, a major 
college coach stated that some colleges pay 


their players as much as $20,000 per year, I 


am not sure of the identity of the individual 
who made this statement. I read the state- 
ment in a local newspaper or heard it on a 
local TV station. Anyway, it more or less 
confirmed the beliefs of many people that 
we no longer have amateur sports in col- 
lege. I am not even hinting that I think 
Auburn is guilty of such reprehensible 
conduct. Iris just that 1 don’t want to think 
that anyone connected with Auburn would 
do even what I think | saw on television 
during the Auburn-Georgia game. 

I am always proud of Auburn. I am 


always happy to boast, when the informa- 
tion is published, when Auburn has a 
number of its athletes on the All-SEC Scho- 
lastic Team.

So let us not let down our guard at 
Auburn or lower our standards either in 
scholastic requirements or sportsmanship 
or conduct. We should always remember 
the Auburn Creed and follow it. I have a 
copy on my desk. 

Yes, | am happy we won the Auburn- 
Georgia game, but only because | believe 
we would have won it even without the 
crowd noise. Had I thought the crowd 
noise was the deciding factor, then 1 would 
seriously regret our victory. 1 think Auburn 
had already been the benefactor of two 
grossly and somewhat obvious erroneous 
calls by game officials. Perhaps I am wrong 
in my opinion of these calls. I hope so. 

Please feel free to print my letter in The 
Alumnews if you believe it is worthy of 
publication. I would like to know what oth- 
ers think on this matter.

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Football Roundup

Auburn traveled to Tallahassee as a 
team with something to prove. The Tigers 
had reeled off three straight wins follow- 
ing their defeats at the hands of Miami and 
Texas, but they had yet to bear a highly 
regarded opponent. Undefeated Florida 
State was just such a challenge. The Semi- 
noles had one of the nation’s best offensive 
units, and most observers doubted that the 
Tigers would be able to keep up if the game 
turned into a scoring duel. The observers 
were mistaken. 

In one of the wildest games in recent 
Auburn history, the Tigers outlasted Flor- 
ida State 42-41. In a game where the lead 
changed hands five times—three times in 
the final quarter—and where the two 
teams generated 1,061 total yards of offense 
between them, the game-winning play was 
a simple 4-yard run by Brent Fullwood 
with 48 seconds showing on the clock. Full- 
wood's run capped a drive which had begun 
at the Tiger 24-yard line with under three 
minutes left to play. Other big plays for 
Auburn included a 69-yard TD run by half- 
back Collis Campbell and reserve halfback 
Ed Graham's 60-yard scamper with a 
fumbled kickoff to open the second half. 
After the game, the first comment of 
Auburn Coach Pat Dye was, "Lord Al- 
mighty, that was a'wild one, wasn't it?” Au- 
burn’s record went to 4-2 with the win and 
the Tigers moved back among the nation’s 
college football elite. 

The following week, the Tigers returned 
to Jordan-Hare Stadium to take on a much- 
improved Georgia Tech team. Georgia 
Tech came to town with a 3-1-1 record, 
which included wins over Alabama and 
Clemson. Unfortunately for the Yellow 
Jackets, the Auburn offense was still in 
high gear after tuning up against Florida 
State the week before. Auburn turned Tech 
every which way but loose as the Tigers ran 
out to a stunning 41-0 halftime fead under 
the field generalship of senior QB Mike 
Mann, who started in place of an injured 
Pat Washington. Auburn scored every time 
it touched the ball in the opening half, with 
some of the key plays being 19- and 21-yard 
runs by fullback Tommie Agee and half- 
back Tim Jessie and freshman sensation 
Freddy Weygand’s 42-yard TD reception 
The Tigers relaxed in the second half and 
Tech came roaring back, but a 56-yard 
fourth quarter scoring pass from Mann to 
Weygand kept the margin comfortable and 
helped Auburn post victory number 5 

The Tigers hit the road again the follow- 
ing week to take on Mississippi State in 
Starkville. State was Stuck in the middle of 
a dismal year and Auburn was a heavy 
favorite, but the Bulldogs had an upset in 
mind and Auburn barely escaped with a 
win. The Tigers were sluggish early in the 
game, but State opened their eyes quickly 
by jumping out to a 14-0 lead. Auburn 
scored once in the second quarter, bur State 
answered with another touchdown of its 
own and at halftime Auburn was on the 
short end of a 21-7 score. The second half 
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BO’S BACK—Bo Jackson celebrated his return to regular action during the Homecoming game 
against Cincinnati by scoring three touchdowns on runs of 15, 37, and 2 yards. Though he saw 
limited action the week before in the Tigers’ loss to Florida, the game against the Bearcats was his 
first return to major action since he suffered a shoulder separation in the Auburn-Texas game. 


belonged to Auburn, however. Tim Jessie 
scored from one yard out in the third 
period to cut the lead to 7, but the Tigers 
could get no closer until Greg Carr recov- 
ered a fumble in State territory with under 
4 minutes left. Freshman fullback Reggie 
Ware took it in from the two on fourth 
down with 3:14 showing and Robert 
McGinty’s extra point tied the game 21-all 

As they had been doing the entire second 
half, the Auburn defense held State on the 
ensuing possession and after the punt, the 
Tigers moved into position for a field goal 
as time ran out. McGinty’s 35-yard attempt 
was true on the game's final play, and 
Auburn escaped with a hard-earned 24-21 
win. 

The stage was set for the meeting 
between 6-2 Auburn and 4-1-1 Florida the 
next week in Gainesville, but unfortunately 
for Auburn, the show never lived up to its 
billing. The Tigers, with a number of key 
injury problems and fatigued from playing 
4 out of their last 5 games on the road, 
could never get offensively untracked 
against the fired-up Gators and the result 
was a frustrating 24-3 loss which put a 
severe dent in Auburn's Sugar Bowl hopes. 
Auburn held its own in the first half 
against the Gators, and at the break the 
score was tied 3-3. But in the second half 


Florida wore the Tigers down and gradu- 
ally moved out to an insurmountable lead. 
There was one bright spot for the Tigers, 
however, as Bo Jackson returned to action 
against the Gators after missing 6 games 
due to a shoulder separation suffered against 
Texas. Bo's return was a morale booster for 
the team, but it was not enough on-this day 
against the Gators. 

Auburn at last returned home on Nov 
10 for a homecoming contest against the 
Cincinnati Bearcats and the game was just 
what the doctor ordered after the loss to 
Florida on the road. The Tigers dressed out 
104 players and most of them saw action as 
Auburn rolled to an impressive 60-0 win 
over the visitors from Ohio. On Auburn's 
third offensive play of the game, Freddy 
Weygand caught a 35-yard scoring strike 
from Pat Washington, and the Tigers were 
off to the races. Bo Jackson entered the 
game shortly before the end of the first 
quarter and scored on the Tigers’ next 
three possessions on runs of 15, 37 and 2 
yards, He finished the afternoon with 57 
yards on 8 carries and did not play in the 
second half. Brent Fullwood also had his 
second-best day as a Tiger, gaining 102 
yards on 5 carries to lead all rushers. 
Besides Jackson and Fullwood, other Auburn 
backs who got in on the scoring included 


Tim Jessie, Reggie Ware, and Jeff Burger. 
The 60-0 score set or equaled several 
Auburn records and was the highest total 
scored by a Tiger eleven since a 63-14 past- 
ing of the Florida Gators in 1970. The 662 
yards amassed by the offense was also the 
second highest total in Auburn history 
behind a 664-yard afternoon against Mis- 
sissippi State. 

Thanks to a little timely help from the 
Mississippi State Bulldogs, Auburn found 
itself back in the race for the Sugar Bow] 
just in time for the game with Georgia. 
Mississippi State knocked off the LSU Tig- 
ers in an upset, dropping the Bayou Ben- 
gals to a conference record of 4-1-1. With 
SEC leader Florida out of the bow] picture 
due to NCAA and SEC probation, the 
winner of the Auburn-Georgia game sud- 
denly stood to go to New Orleans for New 
Year's. 

A sellout crowd of 75,300 and a national 
television audience (ESPN) looked on as 
the Tigers staked their claim to a “sweet” 


the Dawgs in the first true night game ever 
played in Jordan-Hare Stadium. Georgia 
had the early momentum, but an intercep- 
tion in the end zone by Tiger cornerback 
Johnathan Robinson and a 56-yard burst 
up the middle by fullback Tommie Agee on 
the very next play turned the game around 
quickly. Auburn controlled the game for 
the remainder of the half, scoring twice on 
a l-yard plunge by Reggie Ware and a 
keeper by Pat Washington for a 14-0 half- 
time lead. 

Georgia came back with a field goal early 
in the third quarter, but the Tigers ans- 
wered with a 46-yard TD pass from Wash- 
ington to senior split-end Clayton Beau- 
ford that effectively put the game out of 
reach. Though Georgia scored 9 more 
points, the Tigers’ lead was never seriously 
threatened and Auburn raised its record to 
8-3, 4-1 in the SEC. The next game, against 
arch-rival Alabama, would determine where 
Auburn fans spent the holidays 


bowl trip with a convincing 21-12 win over 
The answer was Memphis and the Lib- 

erty Bowl. For the first time in 15 years, the 

Tigers entered the Iron Bowl against arch- 

rival Alabama as a heavy favorite, and 

apparently they were uncomfortable in 

their new role. Auburn played without 

notable intensity for three and a half quar- : 

ters against a fired-up Alabama team and 

as a result found themselves trailing 17-7 

as the game wound down. Brent Fullwood 

gave the Tigers some life midway through | 

the fourth period when he bolted 66 yards 

for a touchdown which, with the two point : 

conversion, closed the gap to 17-15, but 

Auburn failed to convert on two late scor- 

ing opportunities that could have sent 

them on to the Sugar Bowl 


The Tigers appeared to be in a position 
to win the game in the final minutes when 
defensive end Kevin Greene intercepted a 
Mike Shula pass and returned it to the Tide 
17. From there, Auburn moved to a first 
and goal at the 4, but a holding penalty 
moved the ball back to the 10. After Pat 
Washington scrambled 9 yards to the 1 to 
set up a fourth and goal, Coach Dye elected 
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to go for a touchdown rather than a field 
goal and Brent Fullwood was thrown for a 
3-yard loss on the play, giving Alabama 
possession. 

Still, che Tigers got one more chance to 
salvage a win. After the defense held Ala- 
bama on the ensuing possession, quarter- 
back Pat Washington marched Auburn 
back into scoring range with a 29-yard pass 
to Trey Gainous that gave Auburn the ball 
at the Tide 25 with 14 seconds showing on 
the clock. Robert McGinty came in to 
attempt a 41-yard field goal from that 
point, but he shanked the ball and it sailed 
wide to the left, sealing the Tigers’ fate. 
The loss to 5-6 Alabama sends the LSU 
Tigers to the Sugar Bow] to meet Nebraska, 
while Auburn will travel to Memphis for a 
Dec. 27 meeting with Arkansas in the Lib- 
erty Bowl 


Frosh, Sophs Dominate 
Basketball Team 


Basketball Coach Sonny Smith has found 
the fountain of youth. Three sophomores 
and six freshmen will have a lot to say 
about the destiny of the 1984-85 Tiger 
Team. 

Smith, who heads into his seventh year 
as the Auburn head coach, approaches the 
season with guarded optimism. “I think 
we're capable of being a good, competitive 
team,” says the Tiger mentor. “We simply 
lack experience. Only three of our top eight 
players return. 

“Although we have an inexperienced 
team returning,” Smith continues, “I think 
we recruited adequately. We've got some 
good players coming in. l expect some early 
season problems. But I believe the younger 
players will be mature when we begin 
league play.” 

Gone is All-America center-forward 
Charles Barkley, Auburn's do-it-all front- 
liner. Barkley earned SEC Player-of-the- 
Year honors while leading the Tigers to a 
20-11 record, a second-place conference fin- 
ish (12-6), and their firsts NCAA tourna- 
ment appearance. Barkley averaged 15.1 
points (.638 field-goal percentage) and 9.5 
rebounds. His defensive presence (49 
blocked shots) will be sorely missed. Absent 
as well are forwards Greg Turner (10.6 
points per game, 5.1 rebounds) and Mark 
Cahill (2.3 points per game). Also missing 
from the roster is guard Paul Daniels (2.5 
points per game, 132 assists). 

“Our biggest concern will be to replace 
Charles on the defensive end of the court,” 
explains Smith. “He was such an intimi- 
dator. We didn’t commit many fouls last 
season simply because teams wouldn't take 
the ball against Charles. Now I think 
teams will try to hammer the ball inside. 
That's our biggest concern. Barkley was a 
good scorer but we'll miss him most defen- 
sively.” 

All-America candidate Chuck Person 
leads the list of returning lettermen. The 
6-8 junior forward paced Auburn in scor- 
ing last season with a 19.1 average while 
reaching double figures in all 31 games. 
Person led the team in minutes played 
(34.8 minutes per game), free-throw per- 
centage (.728), and steals (38). He also 
finished the '83-'84 season as the team’s 
second leading rebounder (8.0 per game). 
Person was a unanimous All-SEC selection 
last year and was runner-up to Charles 
Barkley for SEC Player-of-the-Year honors.

“Chuck does everything well,” says Smith. 
“He has a fine shooting touch for a big man 
and he rebounds, well, He's becoming a 
complete player. Chuck only needs to im- 
prove on defense to become the best player 
in the SEC.” 

Howard Spencer, a 6-7 sophomore, will 
contend for playing time at forward. Spencer 
appeared in 10 games in '83-'84 and aver- 
aged 0.9 points. Senior Carey Holland, a 
6-7, 230-pounder, inherits the vacatedcen- 
ter slot. Holland, who had an outstanding 
junior college career at San Jacinto (Texas) 
before transferring to Auburn, was ham- 
pered by an ankle injury last season. He 
played in 23 games for the Tigers last sea- 
son averaging 2.2 points and 2.3 rebounds. 

The Tiger backcourt will be manned by a 
pair of sophomores—6-1 Gerald White 
and 6-4 Frank Ford. White will handle the 
point guard position for the second straight 
season. White started 24 games as a fresh- 
man and averaged 8.0 points while hand- 
ing out 94 assists. After making several 
All-SEC freshman teams, White should 
contend for All-SEC honors in ‘84-85. 
Ford started 30 games (29.9 minutes per 
game) in '83-'84 and averaged 7.5 points 
while recording 75 assists. He is an out- 
standing rebounder (3.5 per game) and a 
strong defensive performer. 

Smith signed another impressive fresh- 
man class. He added six solid players to the 
"84-'85 roster—6-7 Jeff Moore, 6-7 Chris 
Morris, 6-9 Darren Guest, 6-1 Terrance 
Howard, 6-2 Johnny Lynn, and 6-4 Rodney 
Turner. 

“Now, we're just growing with expe- 
rience,” Smith says. “We'll have to live 
with our mistakes early and work to min- 
imize them as we head into SEC play.” 

Smith anticipates improvements in three 
areas in '84-'85. First, Smith expects the 
Tigers to commit fewer turnovers with the 
influx of proven ballhandlers. Second, 
Auburn will boast a quicker defensive team 
which should help to create more turn- 
overs. Third, the squad should keep its 
team fouls down. 


“We experienced a lot of highs last 
year,” Smith says. “We won 11 games on 
the road and that will be hard to duplicate. 
Like most teams in the SEC, we'll be deal- 
ing with inexperience. If the older players 
supply the leadership and the youngsters 
mature the "84-'85 season could be a fun 
one.” 


Basketball Off 
To Good Start 


The Auburn basketball team opened its 
1984-85 season in impressive fashion Nov. 
24 with a 92-50 rout of Stetson before an 
intimate crowd of 4,012 in Memorial Coli- 
seum. Junior forward Chuck Person led the 
way for the Tigers with 20 points, even 
though he spent much of the second half 
on the bench. Sophomore guard Frank 
Ford added 13 points and freshmen Chris 
Morris and Jeff Moore chipped in 12 and 
10, respectively. 

Auburn's two previous games against 
the Hatters from Stetson had both been 
one point affairs with the teams splitting 
the series, so the lopsided win came as a 
pleasant surprise to Tiger coach Sonny 
Smith. He was able to play a lineup consist- 
ing of five freshmen for most of the second 
half and everyone who dressed out got into 
the game. 

The Tigers’ second contest against 
Columbus College was much the same 
story. Auburn jumped out to a big lead 
early and coasted the rest of the way, giving 
several freshmen the chance to gain some 
valuable experience. Once again Chuck 
Person's 20 points led all scorers, while 
veterans Gerald White and Frank Ford 
pitched in 15 and 12. Freshman guard Ter- 
rance Howard had a big night with 10 
points and Chris Morris added 12 more 
from his forward position. 

The young Tigers faced their first real 
test of the season when they traveled to 
Birmingham to take on 1 1th-ranked UAB 


on national television. The Blazers were 
coming off wins over national powers Illi- 
nots and Kansas and were favored to make 
Auburn their fourth victim. But the night 
belonged to the Auburn freshmen. Jeff 
Moore sunk a pair of free throws with 59 
seconds remaining to give the Tigers a 
60-59 lead and fellow frosh Chris Morris 
added another seconds later to extend the 
lead to 2. Inspired defense during the final 
moments denied UAB a tying basket, and 
the Tigers held on to post a thrilling 61-59 
win and upped their record to 3-0. Chuck 
Person led the Tigers in scoring with 16 
points and 10 rebounds, while Moore and 
Gerald White added 12 points each 


Six Players Named 
Academic All-SEC 


Auburn placed six players on the Aca- 
demic All-SEC football team recently named 
by the Conference office. Making the squad 
for the Tigers were halfback Ed Graham 
(3.48 in mechanical engineering); halfback 
Kyle Collins (3.08 in public administra- 
tion); tight end Jeff Parks (3.15 speech 
communication); offensive tackle Tracy 
Turner (3.65 in political science); center 
Yann Cowart (3.00 in architecture); and 
linebacker Gregg Carr (3.47 in civil engi- 


neering). 


Carr is making his fourth appearance on 
the team while Graham and Turner have 
each made the list twice. Only Kentucky 
with eight and Vanderbilt with seven 
placed more players on this year’s team 
than did the Tigers. Florida also had six, 
while Mississippi and LSU had four each, 
Georgia and Tennessee two, and Missis- 
sippi State and Alabama one apiece. 


Men’s, Women’s Swim 
Teams Rank 6th, 5th 


The Auburn men’s and women's swim 
teams got off to successful starts recently in 
dual meets against Virginia and Virginia 
Tech. The men’s team outscored UVA 70- 
43 and the next day swam past Virginia 
Tech 68-42. The Tigers then returned 
home and won their home opener against 
the Georgia men’s squad. Auburn is ranked 
sixth nationally in the most recent National 
Collegiate Swim Coaches Association poll. 

The women's team, ranked fifth nation- 
ally, found the waters a little rougher, but 
still managed to post a 66-47 win over 
Virginia Tech after drowning in their 
opener with UVA, 48-65. They returned 
home to win over the Georgia women 
prior to the Auburn-Georgia football game, 
giving Auburn a sweep of the day's athletic 
contests with the Bulldogs. 


Top Basketball 
Prospect Signs 
With Auburn 


Auburn Basketball Coach Sonny Smith 
got an early Christmas present Nov. 14 
when the state's number one basketball 
Prospect, 6-7 forward Michael Jones of 
Phenix City, announced that he would 
attend Auburn. Jones, who was recently 
named the fourth best prospect in the 
nation and is generally recognized as among 
the top five, chose Auburn over Louisville, 
Georgia, and Alabama among a host of 
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others. The 210-pound Jones, who has also 
played center during his high school career, 
averaged 20 points and 14.6 rebounds per 
game last year while leading Central High 
to a 29-3 record and the quarterfinals of the 
state 4A tournament. 


Carr Named to Coaches’ 


All-America Team 


Auburn linebacker Gregg Carr has been 
named to the 1984 Kodak All-America 
Team announced by the American Football 
Coaches Association (AFCA). 

Carr, a senior from Birmingham, leads 
Auburn in tackles with 128. An amazing 92 
of his tackles (72 percent) have been pri- 
mary hits, The other 36 have been assists. 
Carr has four sacks for -41 yards and 8 
tackles for losses totaling 20 yards. He has 
caused one fumble, recovered one fumble— 
the one that set up Auburn's tying touch- 
down in a 24-21 victory over Mississippi 
State—and broken up four passes. 

He has already been named to the Wal- 
ter Camp All-America team and the Foot- 
ball News All-America team. He is also 
one of the National Football Foundation’s 
Scholar-Athletes for 1984. Carr has a 3.3 
average with a 3.7 average in his field, civil 
engineering. 

Players were selected for their ability to 
work within the framework of their college 
teams as well as their individual perfor- 
mances. Because football coaches are per- 
haps the toughest judges of athletic talent, 
many observers consider the Kodak All- 
America Team college football's most 
prestigious. 


IE Prof. Paul Davis 
Dies in Florida 


Paul Davis, 55, assistant professor of 
industrial engineering, died Aug. 5 follow- 
ing a lengthy illness for which he was being 
hospitalized in Gainesville, Fla. Prof. Davis 
joined the School of Education faculty in 
1973 as a research associate and assistant 
professor in the occupational research and 
development unit of the Department of 
Vocational and Adult Education. He was 
named as an assistant professor in the 
department of technical services in the 
School of Engineering in 1981. That depart- 
ment later merged with industrial engi- 
neering. 

His service to Auburn University, and to 
education in general, capped a career that 
began in the construction field. He was a 
teacher, a researcher, and registered as a 
professional engineer. 

Remarked a colleague, “Paul Davis was 
always there and ready to help whether you 
were a fellow faculty member or a student. 
It was Davis who pulled innumerable stu- 
dents through tough courses such as statis- 
tics. More than that, he was a person who 
knew how to help people....and wanted to.” 

Prof. Davis received his doctorate in 
education at Auburn in 1976, with empha- 
sis on vocational and adult education. He 
had earned the bachelor's in 1963 and mas- 
ter's in 1968 in civil engineering from the 
University of Florida. 

In 1948 Prof. Davis began his career in 
construction as a heavy equipment opera- 
tor and foreman. He served in the Army, 
1954-56. As office and field engineer for

Co. in the mid-1960s, he was responsible 
for the direction of foremen and superin- 
tendents in highway project planning. 

He followed that career by teaching civil 
engineering technology and design draft- 
ing at Lake City Community College in 
Lake City, Fla., later becoming department 
head. He returned briefly to the White 
Construction Co. before coming to Auburn 
as a graduate research assistant in 1972.
